Belcher said the receipt indicated 
Wright bought the stolen silver piece 
from Ricky Floyd, who is now serving 
a burglary sentence.

When the Wrights. were arrested, 
police found in their shop a ring sto- 
len in an armed robbery in Oakland, 
the ring of a Redding murder victim, 
and other identifiable jewelry taken 
in other burglaries. 

The Wrights filed a $1.6 million 
claim in June 1982 against the cities of 
El Cerrito and Richmond, alleging 
slander and harassment. 

The cities denied these claims. 


Surviving bowel diseases

HOUSAND OAKS — Bowel cancer used to 
be the cancer that no one liked to talk about. 

Now more and more people are talking. 
Bowel cancer — the nation’s number two cancer 
killer — is the focus of this year’s Cancer Awareness 
Week sponsored by the American Cancer Society in 
California. Cancer Awareness Week runs from 


According to Emily Warden, a Thousand Oaks 
resident who is the communication director at the 
society’s Alameda County unit, “Public awareness is 
crucial for early diagnosis and treatment. We are, 
for instance, much more conscious of cervical cancer 
than we were several years ago. Because women are 
getting more pap smears, the incidence of cervical 
cancer has dramatically decreased.” 

p If bowel cancer victims detected their disease 
early, she said, the survival rate could climb re- 
markably high, to close to 75 or 80 percent. The 
Cancer Society is promoting free hidden bleeding 
and other tests to aid with early detection. 

“It is vital for a victim to seek early treatment,” 
Lillian Rabinowitz said. Rabinowitz, a Berkeley res- 
ident known as an organizer of the Grey Panthers in 
Northern California, was smitten with the disease

Skjelbred, she will perform early Bil- 
lie Holiday works at the birthday 
party.

But city officials have responded 
with a letter written by assistant city 
manager Tom Sinclair, saying that El 
Cerrito has no authority or. control 
over the lease of the property per se 
The oy’s reply comes in the face of 
250 pr: test letters to the City Council 
and the Planning Commission 

Kirsten Nelson, coordinator of the 
petition drive, said she will present 
the signatures to the Planning Com- 
mission April 6 when ‘* reviews Pizza 
Time Theatre's application fora per- 
mit to operate the Chuck E. Cheese 
outlet. 

In his letter, prepared at the re- 
quest of the City Council, Sinclair 
explained the process involved in the 
filing of a use permit application and 
the duties and authority of the Plan- 
ning Commission and City Council in 
acting on such applications. 

Noting that Plaza land use long ago 
received the approval of both city 
agencies, Sinclair wrote that the Plaza 
owners — Homart Development Co. 
and C&R Developers Inc. — may 
lease their property “to any tenant 
who complies with the approved land 
use permit and with conditions which

may exist, or which may be imposed 
upon, a specific type of business.” 

The City Council and the Planning 
Commission, he said, have no juris- 
diction over the Plaza’s action in en- 
tering into a lease arrangement with 
Pizza Time Theatre instead of ren- 
ewing Kirby’s lease, which expires in 
June. 

“The El Cerrito Planning Com- 
mission has adopted certain guide- 
lines for video arcades,” Sinclair 
wrote. “Since Chuck E. Cheese has a 
video arcade as a major use, the pro- 
prietor must file an application for a 
use permit with the Planning Com- 
mission 


“The Commission,” he continued, 
“may impose appropriate conditions 
to assure compliance with guidelines 
for this use; the conditions must be 
legally justifiable and must be sup- 
ported by pradent land-use planning 
The Planning Commission may reject 
the application only if the proposal 
cannot meet the conditions or other- 
wise does not comply with zoning re- 
quirements.”’

Nelson, who with her husband op- 
erates an Albany bookstore, feels 4,- 
000 might be a modest estimate of the 
number of signatures obtained in her 
petition campaign. 

“IT had 300 (petitions) printed up 
originally, each with room for 25 
names,” she said, ‘“‘and took some to 
Kirby’s.

“I know it’s a cliche, but I was determined not to 
be doomed to an early death. I’ve been leading a 
very full and vigorous life,” she said. 

A small number — between 10 and 15 percent — 
of the people who contract the disease may be re- 
quired to have a portion of their bowel and/or large 
intestine removed. . 

Naomi Peters, a Richmond resident who had 
such surgery because of bowel cancer, called it “a 
second lease on life.” 

“Tt’s a very traumatic surgery. But if I hadn’t had 
it I wouldn’t be here today.” 

Peters, a member of a self-help group of people 
with similar experiences, the American Ostomy 
Association, noted that people who have had a 
portion of their bowel or intestine removed — os- 
tomates — live perfectly normal lives. 

“With the doctor’s approval we (from the 
American Ostomy Association) visit new ostomates 
in the hospital,” she said. ‘“We show them that we 
have had the surgery and that we are back in the 
mainstream of life. 

“You can do absolutely anything after the sur- 
gery, skiing, diving, absolutely anything. 

“The problem in our society is that people just 
don’t like to talk about their bowel habits. That’s 
wrong. That’s why they used to call ostomy the se- 
cret surgery,”’ Peters said. 

Peters emphasized that with early detection of 
bowel-related diseases, including bowel cancer, an 
ostomy can be avoided: 

“T think if my malignant tumor had been discov- 
ered earlier I could have avoided the surgery. But 
that’s the way things are. Really, I’m very fortu- 
nate.” 

“There are many myths surrounding bowel can- 
cer,” the Cancer Society’s Warden said. “One, that 
the incidence is much higher in men than women, is 
false. They’re about equal.” 

The Cancer Society estimates that 128,000 
Americans (some 11,200 Californians) will discover 
that they have bowel cancer this year. Of these 
about 5,500 people in California, or 58,000 nation- 
wide, will die of the disease. 

The likelihood of contracting the disease in- 
creases after age 40. It is recommended that all 
people older than 40 have an annual digital rectal 
examination. Moreover, all people over 50 should 
have an annual stool test which checks for hidden 
blood. 

“Because a bowel cancer grows slowly, it is pos- 
sible to detect it long before symptoms appear,” 
Warden said. “At that time it is the most cur- 
able.”

Raising money with your feet 


As the starting time ap- 
proaches, Cathy De Lemos 
and Mark Busbin, youth 
ministers, get everyone or- 
ganized and paired off. The 
music — which will range 
from Elvis Presley to Men 
at Work — begins the con- 
testants start dancing. 
There’s no looking back 
now until midnight. 

For the first few dances, 
everyone is high-spirited.

One of the better dancers 
on the floor could also be 
described as a glutton for 
punishment. 


“T really like to dance. I 
just go crazy out there,” 
says Terry Koehe, 18, a 
senior at Pinole Valley.

“These kids have parents 
who might be drug addicts 
or in jail,’’ explains De 
Lemos, “The San Antonio 
Youth Project educates 
them and tells them ‘you’re 
special too,’ They have an 
80-percent success rate 
which, to me, is pretty 
amazing.” 

Back on the dance floor, 
the dancers aren’t moving 
quite as quickly as before. 
Flores has changed from a 
white shirt to one with yel- 
low stripes and now to a 
blue shirt with the words 
“Notre Dame” on it. It’s 
now 6 p.m. — the halfway 
point — and time for din- 
ner.

H.S. proficiency 
test planned for May 


Persons wishing to take the next California High 
School Proficiency Examination (CHSPE) must register by 
mail not later than April 25, according to the California 
State Department of Education. 

The test itself will be held on May 21 at approximately 
100 sites throughout the state.To pass the four-hour exam, 
a person must have a grasp of the basic skills at least equal 
to that of the average high school senior, the Department 
said. 

That State Board of Education awards to those who 
pass a Certificate of Proficiency, which is equivalent by law 
to a high school diploma. Persons who are younger than 18 
when they pass the exam, however, must have parent per- 
mission in order to leave school before regular gradua- 
tion. 

Open to all persons 16 or older, including adults, the 
exam costs $20 and is given only three times per year.In- 
formation bulletins, which include sample questions, a list 
of test sites and an application form and mailing envelope, 
are available at all high schools and most public library 
branches.
